After Vasco da Gama had opened 
the seg route to India, there was a 
brisk traffic between Vianna and the 
ports of Flanders, spices, silks and 
porcelains frem the Far East being 
exchanged for manufactured articles. 
It was then that the art of Flemish 
lace making was brought to the wives 
and daughters of the Portuguese fish- 
ermen, who still niake “pillow lace.” 

From Vianna ships sailed Far West 
to the banks off Newfoundlund to 
bring. back dried cod, which, in spite 
of all the fresh fish in Portuguese wa- 
ters, has ever since been a staple ar- 
ticle of diet: Portuguese fishing boats 
still make the long transatlantic voy- 
age for cod. ; 

The hotels of the Minho are a de- 
‘ightful surprise. Little known to any 
foreigners gaye a few British, they 
‘are maintained throughout the year 
fer a shuri summer season, when all 
the fashlonables of central and seouth- 
ern Portugal uigraté Jike birds ty the 
cool, green Nerth. In June the Minho 
‘hotel. season has not opened and a 
visitor at that time is likely to be the

_A pilgrimage and an outdoor holiday 


combined is the romaria, a very old 
Iberian ' institution, whose roots are 
embedded in traditional pagan feasts. 
The shrine of Bom Jesus do Monte 
(Good Jesus of the Mountain) is on 
-a- densely-wooded hill overlooking the 
town, where pines, chestnuts, oaks, 
cork oaks, sycamoreg, and other trees, 
not, like. these, indigenous to the 
eouptry, surround the. great stone 
church, with. its outlying chapels, ahd 
the three hotels which stand near It. 

“By Inclined railway one ascends ‘the 
steep hill whose slopes are beautifted 
by flowering shrubs.. The pilgrims 
trudge up the long flight of stone 
steps leading to the church, hundreds 
of men, -women, and. children, dressed 


‘In their very: best, carrying musical 


instruments and baskets containing 
food. : Penitents ascend the steps on 
their . knees. 

‘Conspicuous among the women are 
those from Vianna do Castello, whose 
costume‘ts the most colorful and elab- 
orate. Many of them wear pendent 
gold -earrings, heavy gold necklaces 
hung with crucifixes, and heart-shaped 
lockets get with precious -stones, 

Of carts toil up the winding road 
on the far side. of the mountain, with. 
barrels vot " wine -on wheels, blankets, 
and cogking’ utensils for camping out 
dt tHe forest. Following ‘the-religions 
service and solemn church procession, 
there are three days and nights of 
feasting, singing, dancing, and fire- 
works with many skyrockets. 

Here the native songs of the anorth 
are heard—some old, some improvised 
on the spot—telling of the happenings 
of the day. Here the Celtic bagpipes 
shrill. their loudest gad the. viola, 
guitar, acd tambourine accompany 
the ancient dance, slow and sedate, 
with movement of body, arms, “and 
hands.. Some-of the women at Bom 
Jesus might have stepped from a Gre- 
cian vase. 


Hussars

Government Project in Texas 
Near Completion. 


Amarillo. Texas.—When the new he- 
Num plant of the United States gov- 
ernment, under construction near here, 
is completed and in operation next 
January, it will be ron on a 24-hour, 
Seven-days-a-week basis, it {s an- 
nounced. Railroad tank cars of a 
special design are now being built for 
transporting the refined helium to the 
dirigible airports of the army and 
navy. Each of these cars will con- 
sist of three enormous cylinders, one 
on top of two, pyramid-fashion, se 
cured together and firmly fixed on a 
railroad-car chassis. The drums, or 
cylinders, wil! each be approximately 
40 feet in length, with an inside diam- 
éter of 483 Inches and a shell of two- 
jach thickness, 

They will be gas-tight, with sultable 
safety valves, and carry their loads 
under a pressure of 2,000 pounds a 
square inch. Under this pressure a 
car will carry 200,000 cubic feet of 
helium, Each eylinder fs tested to 
8,300 pounds’ pressure a square inch. 
At this time there are three cars of 


this type available. The army has 
two and the navy one. 
An interesting fact’ in connection 


with these cars, from an engineering 
point of view, Is that a cylinder of 
this magnitude can carry a load un- 
der such heavy pressure. 

The first unit of the new helium 
plant fs made up of nine buildings, 
together with storage tanks and 
equipment. The principal structures 
are the separation building where the 
helium is recovered and the adminis- 
tration building and shops. As it 
stands the plant represents roughly 
one unit of what will ultimately 
evolve into a project capable of han- 
dling 5,000,000 cubic feet of raw gas, 
and mere, every day. Its present ca- 
pacity will range between 2,000,000 
and 4,000,000 cubic feet daily. This. 
however, {1s not actual helium recov- 
ered but the amount of raw gas 
parse ihruugh the vuimpressors in’ a 
day. 


Cave With “Ballroom” 
Is Now in State Park 


Sullivan, Mo.—A cave a_ half-mile 
underground, tm which a Missouri 
governor held his inaugural ball, and 
several other caverns where fugitives 
of the Civil war hid themselves, are 
{fn the Ozark mountalu cave region 
which Missouri has set aside as a 
state park. 

The caves, a dozen or more, sparkle 
with onyx, limestone and marble for- 


mations, while giant stalagmites and 


stalactites add to the brilllance and 
éeriness of the underground recesses. 

In, Fisher’s cave is an immense 
apartment called the ballroom. Here 
Governor Fletcher in 1868 held his fn- 
augura. ball. More than 200 couples 
attended. From the mouth of a tun- 
nel the governor's guests were con- 
veyed a mile through a winding pas- 
sageway in a small car drawn by a 
mule, 


Farm or Train, Texan 
Runs Either one Well 


Palestine, Texas.—In addition to a 
man-sized job as conductor on a crack 
passenger train on the Missouri Pa- 
cifie lines, EK. B. Howard personally 
supervises his 335-acre farm near 
Palestine. 

Known for his accuracy and preci- 
sion as a “ratlroader,” Howard em- 
ploys the same art in the management 
of his farm. He is illustrating the 
benefits of diversied farming to a 
marked degree. Of particular merit ts 
the fine dairy herd he is developing. 
Among his live stock is a brood sow 
that has two litters a year. No small 
item of income is the annual yield of 
mohair from a herd of 27 Angora 
goats. . 

Howard raises the feed for all his 
live stock. His field crops this yeur 
were cotton, corn, cowpeas, sorghum 
and hegari. A good home orchard is 
being developed and much of this land 
is in pasture.

LAST FLAMINGOES. -:: 
MAY HAVE PERISHED 


Storm Believed to Have Wiped 
Out Colony. 


Washington.—An expedition has been 
sent out from And island to search 
for traces of the last colony of fia- 
mingoes {nm North ‘America, feared 
wiped out by the hurricane in Sep- 
tember, Arthur Newton Pack, prest- 
dent of the American Nature assocta- 
tion, has been informed. 

From Andros island, off the Florida 
coast, Elgin W. Forsyth, commissioner 
and warden at Mahgrove Cay, says 
two hurricanes passed over the flamin- 
go areas and noe doubt destroyed 
large numbers of the birds, He says 
he sent out an expedition in June to 
locate the flamingo colony because it 
was nesting time, 

The men ranged the Grassy Creek 
area and reported seeing only three 
birds. He concludes: “I fear the bird 
fe of the colony generally has suf- 
fered disastrous losses and the need 
of conservation is greater than ever.” 

Andros was declared a flamingo 
sanctuary by the British government 
after bird lovers of the United States 
and- England became aroused at the 
wanton killing of the birds by na- 
tives, 

“After the disastrous hurricane of 
1926,” Mr. Pack says,’ “Forsyth was 
appointed special hurricane commis- 
sioner for all of Andros, with the tre- 
mendous task of providing for the in- 
jured, homeless and starving natives. 
Then he hunted for his flamingoes and 
found thousands killed. 

“Last year several hundred young 
were saved and watches were posted 
for the present season.” 

The Andros negroes, cruising for two 
or three months at a time in their 
sponging schooners, trap the flamin- 
gees by breaking their legs with ropes 
and eat the meat, :

Count Pulse Rate by 
New Electric Device 
A new instrument like the ticker of 
stockbrokers’ offices, in which the ac- 
tion current of the heart doubles for 
an electric current, is now being used 
by physicians to measure the heart 
beat, instead of. the old-fashioned 
method of counting the pulse with 
hand and watch. The new Instru- 
ment, called cardiotachometer, ig 
much more accurate than the old 
method and can be used to mensure 
the pulse rate under all sorts of con- 
ditions of exercise and rest A pair 
of electrodes, fastened on the lower 
left and upper right chest, pick up the 
current generated --with -each~ heart- 
beat, which passes through an ainpli- 
fier and is recorded by a signal re- 
corder which marks each beat on a 
moving tape.
